The reasons for the above statement are as follows: 


(a) Throughout the summer season and early fall. of the present year 
three experieced men. all of whom were Hntomologists first and Japanese beetle 
workers later, were Med continuous:y ssouting the outekirts of the known in- 
festatiun, and ecorsvantiy making beetle collection excursions into the outlying 
terravory. Tasse men were Dr, Henry Fox, Heud of the Department of Biology, 
Mercer University, any Ga.; Mr. H, H. Johueon, graduate of Mercer University 
and now gvaduate student assistant in Zoology, Columbia University, New York 
City; and Mr. Carl 1g whose entire lite has been given over to insect collecting 
and wno served Cornell University as Museum Curator for a period of several years, 


(b) in addition to the work of these men, there were throughout 
the season, at least four college men, moet of whom nad teen students in 
Entomology, scouting in the more lightly in’ested arsas and beyond. 


(c) To make the matter still more certain, every report,- and there 
were many= of tne supvosed Japanese beetie findings entireiy outside of the area, 
both in New Jersey and Pennftylvania, were traced out by competent men, but with 
negative resuits in every case, 


(d) To determine whether the beetle did or cid not cross the Del- 
aware River, areas of t'ayorite food plants an the weet Soy of the river were 
earefuily scoutsd for the presence of the beetie just afte: the close of the 
period of maximum spread, but with negative results in every case, 


(ce) The Japanese beetle has been well advertised by the distribution, 
in ali. sections of the United States, of colored posier charts, newspaper arti- 
eles and soscimens therselves, Regardless of this pubticity we have received 
no reporse ot the occurrence of the beetle and it is reasonable to suppose that 
the probability of its occurrence eisewhere is slight. 


2. she actual area of infestation is now known to include in whole 
or in part the foxlowing: 


Ths Towxhips of Cionaminson, Delran, Chester, Palmyra and Mt. 
Laurel and the Borough of Riverton in bantington. County. The Townships of 
Pensauxen and Delaware and the Borough o2 Merchantville in Camden Vounty. All] 
of this urca ies in the State of New Jorsey. 

3. The uningrested territory within the above townships constitutes a 
safety zone of at Jeast one mile beyoni the outposts of the known infestation. 
anacsmicn as the wate of spread aes the past season has not averaged more than 
ore mile nor exceeded three miles, a safety zone 10 miles beyond is considered 
amp.Le to provide against a possible spread next year, This safety zone would 
inc.lude the wnole or parts of the following area: 
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The Townships of Beverly, Burlington, Fiureyme, Springfield, 
Weansfield, Easthampton, Westhampton, Northampton, Willingtore, Lunberton, 
Southampton, Medford, Evesham, and the cities of Beverly and Purlington in 
Burlington County. The Townships of Gloucester, Center, Haddon and Berlin, 
and the cities of Gloucester and Camden, and the Boroughs of Audwhosm, Racrinyton 
Collingewood, Haddonfirld, Haddon Yedighnts, Laurel Sprirgs, Magnolia, Oaklyn 
and Woodlyrmo in Carden County. The Townships of Deptford and West Deptford 
and the cities of Woodbury and the Boroughs of National Park and Westville in 
tLoucester Courty. All of this area lies in the State of New Jersey. 


4. Nursery stock, inciuding bulbs and bulbous roots, which can be 
shipped without soil about the roots between November 1st and June 15th ray 
safely be moved from any part of the infested area, providing the same has 
been uncer a careful system of inspection and certification, whereby the said 
stocx is examined after digging and the absence of soi. and grubs determined, 
The New Jereey State Department of Agriculture is prepared to give the in- 
spection and certifisation needed, 


5. Nursery stock grown outside cf the infested area and the safety 
zone indicated in paragraph 3 whether shinped with or without soil about the 
roote is, we believe, 30 far as the Javanese beetle is concerned, as safe for 
the trade as similar stock shipped from points 100 miles from the area of in- 
festation, 


6. For two seasons the Japanese beetle Control Laboratory has been 
working with constantly increasing efficiency on the problem of controlling 
this insect, and it has now far-reaching plane for the prevention of spread, 
reduction of numbers. discovery of artificial measures of control and the intro- 
duction of natural. enemies, and expects reasonably adequate runds for carrying 
these pians out, During the present fiscalnyear approximately $80,000, will 
be spent on the project and as much or more is to be expected the coming year. 


7. The opportunities of spread to outlying distrists have been mini- 
mized the past season hy a competent quarantine on green corn, by education 
measures, and by clean-up along roadsides to make these places unfavorable 


for the beetles, A strict State and Interstate quarantine on every product 
likely to carry the beetle is anticipated for another season. 
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
